Up to. Friday the cities of San 
Mateo county had subscribed only a 
trifle over one-third of their quota in 
the Victory Loan, and are far behind 
in the amounts subscribed in pre¬ 
vious loans at the same period.

“Let’s smash through with this 
thing like we did in the Fourth 
Loan and not stand around gaping. 
That Liberty Bell has got to ring 
again. Contrary to the beliefs of 
many, this is not a rich man’s loan, 
but the loan of all of us who, a 
year ago; would have paid dearly 
for the liberty the Germans were 
threatening.” 

According to the latest available 
figures South San Francisco is 
still behind its quota notwith¬ 
standing the determined and untiring 
efforts of the committee. On Friday 
I). VV. Ratio of the Bank of South San 
Francisco headed a committee to 
make a second campaign of the busi¬ 
ness district.

According to reports from the 
South San Francisco Hospital, Peter 
Gegogar, Peter Cline, Michael Empina 
and Charles Gorla, recent victims of 
accidents at the plants of the Pacific 
Coast Steel Mill and American Barium 
Works, are progressing rapidly 
toward recovery. The men will suffer 
no permanent injuries as result of 
the accidents. 

Gegogar, a resident of the city of 
San Mateo, was seriously scalded at 
the steel mill when he poured molten 
metal into a vat of cold water. A 
geyser of red hot steam shot from the 
vat, bacHy scalding Gegogar. He is 54 
years old. 

A backfire in the furnace at the 
American Barium Works caused the 
injuries sustained by Cline, Empina 
and Gorla, all of whom live in this 
city. 

The men were working in front of 
the furnace when the explosion blew 
them backward against a brick wall. 
Before they could recover from the 
shock of the concussion a long tongue 
of flame shot from the broken door, 
burning them all severely. In addi¬ 
tion to the burns the three men sus¬ 
tained serious bruises.

BESODUTXON OF INTENTION NO. 33. 

A Resolution of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco 
Declaring' Its Intention to Improve 
California Avenue, Fine Avenue, Aspen 
Avenue, Juniper Avenue, Olive Ave¬ 
nue, Cypress Avenue, Armour Avenue, 
Maple Avenue, the Alley in Block 
Numbered 129 and the Alley in Block 
Numbered 130. 

Whereas public interest and conveni¬ 
ence require that the work and improve¬ 
ment hereinafter described should be 
done; and 

Whereas in the opinion of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, said contemplated work and 
improvement is, and is hereby" declared 
to be of more than local or ordinary 
public benefit; 

Now, therefore, resolved by the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, that it is the intention of 
said Board to order the following work 
and improvement to be done in said 
City, to-wit: 

Section A. That the following streets 
in said City of South San Francisco, 
between the lines hereinafter mentioned, 
be improved by grading the roadway of 
each of said streets from curb line to 
curb line, for the full length of each of 
said streets, between said lines, and by 
constructing therein cement concrete 
gutters two (2) feet wide on both sides 
of each of said streets for the full 
length of each of said streets between 
each of said lines, and by paving each 
of said streets for the full length of 
each of said streets between said lines, 
and for the full width thereof between 
gutters, with a pavement consisting of 
an asphaltic concrete wearing surface 
one and one-half (1V4) inches in thick¬ 
ness laid on a cement concrete base four 
(4) inches in thickness. The streets 
hereinbefore referred to are the follow¬ 
ing: 

California Avenue, from the easterly 
boundary line of Maple Avenue to the 
westerly boundary line of Linden Ave¬ 
nue and from the easterly boundary 
line of Linden Avenue to the westerly 
boundary line of San Bruno Road; 

Pine Avenue, from the easterly bound¬ 
ary line of olive Avenue to the westerly 
boundary line of Linden Avenue and 
from the easterly boundary line of 
Linden Avenue to the westerly bound¬ 
ary line of San Bruno Road; 

Aspen Avenue, from the easterly 
boundary line of Maple Avenue to the 
westerly boundary line of Linden Ave¬ 
nue and from the easterly boundary line 
of Linden Avenue to the westerly 
boundary line of Cypress Avenue; 

Juniper Avenue, from the easterly 
boundary line of Linden Avenue to the 
westerly boundary line of Cypress Ave¬ 
nue; 

Olive Avenue, from the northerly 
boundary lBie of California Avenue to 
the southerly boundary line of Aspen 
Avenue; 

Cypress Avenue, from the northerly ' 
boundary line of Lux Avenue to the| 
southerly boundary line of Armour Ave¬ 
nue. 

Section B. That Maple Avenue from | 
tlie northerly line of Miller Avenue to 
the northerly line of Aspen Avenue, | 
produced westerly across Maple Avenue, j 
be improved by grading between the 
edge of the existing gutter on the west¬ 
erly side of Maple Avenue and the east¬ 
erly boundary line of Maple Avenue; | 
and by constructing therein a combined 
cement concrete curb and gutter and 
cement concrete sidewalk on the east¬ 
erly side of Maple Avenue between the 
northerly line of Miller Avenue and the 
southerly line of Aspen Avenue pro¬ 
duced westerly; and by constructing a 
cement concrete gutter two (2) feet 
wide along the curb existing in front of 
lots numbered 17. lti, and 15 in Block 
numbered 113, and in front of a portion 
of lot numbered 14, in said block num¬ 
bered 113, as shown upon that certain 
map entitled "South San Francisco, San 
.Mateo Co. Cal. Plat No. 1,” which map 
is tiled in the office of the County Re¬ 
corder of tlie County of San Mateo, 
California, March 1st. 1892, and recorded 
in Map Book No. 2 at page 52, and as 
particularly shown upon the plans 
hereinafter mentioned; and by con¬ 
structing a cement concrete gutter two 
(2) feet wide along the curb arcs of the 
southeast corner and the northeast 
corner of the intersection of Maple Ave¬ 
nue with Aspen Avenue; and that Maple 
Avenue be further improved between 
the northerly line of Miller Avenue and 
the northerly line of Aspen Avenue, 
produced westerly across Maple Avenue, 
from gutter to gutter, by paving the 
same with a pavement consisting of an 
asphaltic concrete wearing surface one 
and one-half (1 Mi) inches in thickness 
laid on a cement concrete base four (4) 
inches in thickness, excepting, however, 
from the portion of Maine Avenue, last 
hereinbefore mentioned, that portion of 
said Maple Avenue marked "Park" upon 
the plans hereinafter mentioned, to 
which reference is hereby made for 
further description; that a combined 
cement concrete curb and gutter shall 
be constructed around the boundary of 
the portion of Maple Avenue herein¬ 


before designated upon said plans by the 
word "Park." 

Section C. That Olive Avenue from 
the northerly boundary line of Aspen 
Avenue to the southerly boundary line 
of Armour Avenue be improved by 
grading the same for the full width 
thereof, and by constructing thereon, on 
both sides thereof, combined cement 
concrete curbs and gutters and cement 
concrete sidewalks, and by paving said 
01ive"Avenue from gutter to gutter be¬ 
tween said boundary lines with a pave¬ 
ment consisting of an asphaltic concrete 
wearing surface one and one-half (1%) 
inches thick laid upon a cement concrete 
base four (4) inches in thickness; also 
that the combined curb and gutter and 
sidewalk return at the southeast corner 
of the intersection of Olive Avenue and 
Armour Avenue be graded and a cement 
concrete curb, gutter and sidewalk be 
constructed on the same. 

Section D. That Pine Avenue front 
the easterly boundary line of Maple 
Avenue to the westerly boundary line 
of Olive Avenue be improved by grad¬ 
ing the same for the full width thereof 
and by constructing thereon, for the full 
length thereof, on both sides, combined 
cement concrete curbs and gutters and 
cement concrete sidewalks, and by pav¬ 
ing said Pine Avenue from gutter to 
gutter betwen said boundary lines with 
a pavement consisting of an asphaltic 
concrete wearing surface, one and one- 
half (1%) inches thick laid upon a 
cement concrete base four (4) inches in 
thickness. 

Section E. 1. That Armour Avenue 
from the easterly line of Olive Avenue 
to the westerly edge of the pavement 
existing on Linden Avenue be improved 
by grading the ful width thereof and by 
constructing thereon combined cement 
concrete curbs and gutters and cement 
concrete sidewalks on both sides thereof 
and by paving the same between gutters 
with a pavement consisting of an as¬ 
phaltic concrete wearing surface one 
and one-half (1%) inches in thickness 
laid on a cement concrete base four (4) 
inches in thickness. 

2. That Armour Avenue from the 
easterly edge of the pavement existing 
on Linden Avenue to the westerly edge 
of the pavement existing on San Bruno 
Road be improved by grading between 
the existing curb on the southerly side 
of said Armour Avenue and the north¬ 
erly boundary line of said Armour Ave¬

The subject that holds first place in J 
every country to-day, whether it be j 
those devastated by war or ravaged by j 
disease, is that of public health. 

The public health movement has 
been broadly defined as “a social ef¬ 
fort to prevent disease, to lengthen 
the life and usefulness of every mem¬ 
ber of society, and to afford oppor¬ 
tunities for a normal physical and 
mental development of society.” The 
keynote of all public health work is 
education, and with education comes 
the prevention of disease, and in this 
work of education and prevention of 
disease public health nursing plays a 
most important part. 

“Public health nursing is a nursing 
service for the benefit of all the peo¬ 
ple in a community, and in this re¬ 
spect differs from ordinary nursing 
which is usually for the benefit of a 
relatively small number of people in 
any community.” Public health nurs¬ 
ing has been established in San Mateo 
county by the Welfare and Public 
Health Service in affiliation with the 
Bureau of Public Health Nursing of 
the American Red Cross, and plans to 
bring to every part of the county this 
most important service. Experience 
has shown that the scope of useful¬ 
ness of public health nursing is great¬ 
ly broadened in any community by 
placing the work on a business basis 
and charging a fee for the services of 
the nurse, as many persons will not 
take advantage of the service If it is 
a free one. However, the services of 
the nurse are gladly given to those 
who cannot pay the fee or can only 
pay a part of it. Public health nurs¬ 
ing in San Mateo county will include 
bedside, pre-natal and maternity 
nursing and infant welfare and child 
welfare work.
